RESPONSE 



In the Office Action dated May 3, 2004, the Examiner indicated the application 
contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the claimed 
invention: Species I depicted in Figs. 1-4, Species II depicted in Figs. 5, Species HI 
depicted in Figs. 6-9 and Species IV depicted in Fig. 10. 

The Examiner indicated a single disclosed species should be elected from those 
identified above. The Examiner also indicated that claims 1 and 4-5 appear to be generic. 
It was also requested that a listing of all of the claims readable on the elected species be 
provided. 
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Applicants hereby elect Species I depicted in Figs. 1-4. The claims readable on 
Species I include claims 1 and 3-10.
